Owens was convicted ot murder and sentenced to be hanged In 
May of last year. An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court to stay the- execu- 
tion. A decision atlinning the lower court's ruling was recently handed down, and 
Owens was again sentenced to pay the penalty of his crime.

Thompson has perfected his automatic air 
brake regulator known as the T. & R. 
rrguLv.or, and the same is soon to bo 
placed upon the market by the reorgan- 
ized Pacific Car Equipment Company. ' 


The regulator !s a device used in con- 


nection with tho air brake to prevent tho 
sliding of wheels. 
It is to the air brake 


what the governor is to a steam engine. 
U prevents the Hllclinff of wheels without 
impairing the efficiency of the brake. It 
adjusts itself to the weight of the car, 
tho load and conditions of the rail 
au- 


tomatically. 
It governs the pressure in 


the brake cylinder to the point of sliding, 
under ail conditions. It does not affect 
or change tho handling of the brake, 
neither does it release the brakes when 
a train, is stopped on a grade. 
It imme- 


diately starts to rolling any pair of 
wheels that attempt to stop while the 
train is in motion. 
It increases the effi- 


ciency of the brake by preventing wheels 
from sliding. 
It enables tho engineer to 


make quicker and easier stops without 


danger to wheels, 
It does not interfere 


with the emergency feature of the brake 
but protects the wheels and draw bars. 
It takes the rough edge off the air brake 
and prevents recoil or shock in stop- 
ping:

The supply pipe leading to the 


regulator being connected to the brake 
cylinder directly behind the brake piston, 
discharges Into the open and begins an 
automatic release when the speed is re- 
duced to two or three miles an hour.
